The Department of Justice in the Kuo- 
mintang Government in Canton, . which 
was formerly in charge of 5 single direc: 
tor or minister, is now to be replaced by 
a commissary of five. The Commissary 
of Justice, as gazetted, consists of Mr. 
George Hau Chien, a former Minister of 
Justice. in Peking dnd Canton; Dr. Wu 
Chao’ Chu, “LL.B., London University, 
and Chairman of the Canton Municipal 
Council; Mr. Lin Hsiang, former Direc- 
tor of Justice in Canton; Dr. Chien Shih 
Fan, J.D.,' University of Chicago, and a 
former Commissar of Home Afiairs in’ 
Canton; and Mr. Loo Hing Yuan, AM, 
LLB, Oxford, nnd Attorney-General of 
the ‘Kuomintang Government. : 

Mr, Hsu has been appointed Chairman 
or'Ghief Commissar; and until’ the re- 
turn of Mr. Hsu from Pcking, where he 
is on a diplomatic mission, Dr, We will 
act .as Chief Commissar. , 

"The functions df this Commissary are to, 
supervise the administration of justice 
and prisons and. ret © mend suitable 
candidates to the Ge ment for ap- 
pointments to the jue. .sry. The’ ad- 
ministration of justice, however, ‘is ‘in 
the hands of a system of courts ‘with o 
Supreme Court in Canton for all pro- 
vinces in South China, s high court of 
justice for each province, and a number 
of district courts throughout the ‘pro- 
vinevs, There is an attorney-general, 
‘and a number of high court and district 
court procuraters assisting thé Gorern- 
mpnt when prosecuting in criminal cases. 

In Canton. there is a special criminal 
court and ‘a police ‘court outside the re- 
gular judicial system, : 

Of the. ive commissars of justice newly 
appointed, three dre returned students. 
Dr. Chien ‘has a lucrative practice in 
Canton, and Mr. Loo has an office in 
Shanghai as’ well as in Hongkong. Dr. 
Wu, son of the late Dr.-Wu Ting ’Fang, 
like Mr. Loo, is also a barrister-at-law. 
Both Mr. Hsu and Mr. Lin have studied 
in Chinese and Japanese: law schools. 


“TROUBLE AT CANTON- 
CHRISTIAN COLLEGE. 


THREATENED STRIKE OF 
: WORKMEN. . 


There appears to be trouble ‘now at the 
Canton Christian College. over the dis- 
charge of a large number of workmen 
employed at the College. A mass méct- 
ing of workmen was held"to discuss the 
matter. .Dr. Henry, the Principal of the’

on’ December 17th the daughter went to 
the door in response to a knock and be- 
fore opening it asked who was there. A 
voice replied “Chickens for ‘sale, very 
cheap.” -She thereupon opened the 
door and the man walked into the sitting 
room. He had two'Towlsin bis haod. Tho 
man hai called on a previoud occasion 
at the house, and had. sold chickens 
there.. A few mimutes’ later, there was 
[another knock at the door, and the man 
said that i was his foki, As soon as tho 
girl opened the door, the newcomer grasp- 
eq her by the throat, whilst the man in 
the sitting room caught’ hold of the 
woman, Both men’ produced knives. The 
woman had her hand and‘foxcarm slightly 
cut in the struggle. Mennwhile the girl 
miinaged to free herself” and blew’ « 
| police: whistle, “whereupon the men fled. 
Two knives and two gags were found 
on the floor, and in his fright: the man 
had also left. the* chickens there. One 
man, the accused, wxs'later arrested, and |, 
on an identification parade he was pick- 
ed out by the woman and her daughter. 

Coneludingy Mr. Whyte-Smith ‘said 
that- he did not press for a. verdict on 
both counts, but asked the jury to decide 
on the count which was-better proved.
